be disappointed with a holiday in their 
own land; for never has there been a 
greater effort made by hotel and amuse- 
ment caterers for the comfort and pleasure 
of tourists than that made this season. 


ADVANTAGES OF A HOLIDAY AT 
HOME. 


Among the advantages of spending a 
motor ‘Holiday in Ireland is that fewer 
preparations need be made to secure a 
successful tour. Spares need hardly be 
considered at all. There was a time when 
if one desired to visit the Donegal High- 
lands it was necessary to take almost a 
load of parts, but good roads and reliable 
cars al the excellently-equip garages 
that pl sprung up in the smallest 
centres of Ireland have changed all that.

attended to as well as the tyres. Sound 
tyres and an engine in good condition will 
contribute a great deal to the enjoyment of 
the tour. 


IMPORTANCE OF GOOD TYRES. 


There is nothing that is more likely to 
impair the enjoyment than the unhappy 
feeling that a tyre may go at any moment, 
while the inevitable punctures when they 
occur, have a happy knack of happening 
at very inconvenient moments. In suc 
cases, wheels must, of course, be changed, 
and it is a dreadful thing to recall at such 

a time that you lent your jack or wheel 
bás to a friend, or that you left them in 
the garage. An examination of the tool kit 
before leaving is time very well spent. 


STORAGE OF LUGGAGE. 

The storage of luggage is one of the pro- 
blems of the tour, and, judging by what 
one observes on the road, it seems to be 
insoluble for many owners. A little fore- 
d freer and organisation are all that are 
needed to make every occupant of the car 
comfortable and happy during the tour. 
Suit-cases at the rear of the car seem very 
often to be within an ace of falling off, and 
it is nothing unusual to observe cars held 
up while some of the passengers waste 
much time in looking for the lost luggage. 
If luggege is neatly piled on the back grid 
and stra on, the chances are very 
slight that it will fail to stay in position.

A COAST TOUR TO THE SOUTH. 


Last week I outlined one of the most in- 
teresting coast road tours—Belfast to Lon- 
donderry—to be found in oo gh part of 
Furope, and this week I will take my 
readers along the East coast from Dublin 
to: Cork. ng this most varied and 
picturesque tour of two hundred miles, 
while one is not very far for most of the 
journey from ‘the sea, the water is not 
always in view, but, with the exception of 
the most part of the County Wexford, the 
route lies through very charming country, 
with glimpses of the sea at many points. 
In turn, one observes the blue waters of 
the Irish Sea, the richly wooded lands of 
County Wicklow, with the mountains in 
the background. From Waterford to Cork 
the whole way charms the lover of the 
picturesque in mountain, valley and sea, 
and, with the exception of one or 
two stretches of road in Wexford 
and Waterford. the remainder of the 
two hundred miles is a pleasure to drive. 
There are few bad turns on the whole 
route—at most, six in all—and ontside 
the towns that one passes through speed 
ean be enjoyed to the heart’s content on 
long, wide stretches of a perfect highway. 
There are, of course, in the vicinity of 
every town and en route a great many 
places that one might visit with interest 
and advantage, to do which it would, 
however, be necessary to break the journey 
half-way; but if one has but a day to 
cover the mileage, the views that can he 
obtained as the car glides along the high- 
way robs the journey of any tedium or 
lack of interest. Excellent hotels are met 
with on the way, and all are ready to 
cater for the tourist. 


EASY GEAR CHANGING. 


The Synchro-Mesh Gear is one that is 
making a very steady appeal to lady 
drivers and ,indeed, to those numerous 
male drivers to whom the ordinary gear- 
box is still a bugbear. The principle has 
now been well tried out in, among others, 
the Vauxhall Cadet. It does away com- 
pletely with timing the speeds as in the 
ordinary gear-box before meshing, and 
so avoids clashing of the gear wheels. The 
Synchro-Mesh lever in appearance is like 
the ordinary gear lever, and operated in 
a similar way; but, whether one wishes 
to change up or down, one need not bother 
about pausing to get the speed into mesh. 
All that is necessary is to depress the 
clutch, push the gear lever over, and let 
in the clutch, and a silent, faultless 
change results. The change is so abso- 
lutely simple that the gear is changed at 
the proper time. In traffic or in hill- 
climbing, it has proved a great asset to 
the drivers.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 
————— 
TO COOK AM OLD FOWL. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, th. Poultry Correspondent 

says :'— 

The best way to cook an old bird is to boil 
it, and eat it cold. Put sufficient water 
in the vessel to more than cover it, and 
when it is actually boiling put the fow! 
in. It must then only be allowed to boil 
for two or three minutes, and afterwards 
kept simmering until done. If allowed 
to boil long, it will be tough. It wet 
takes two to four hours to cook an o 
fowl, according to age. One two years 
old will take between two and three 
hours; if older, it may take four hours. 
If to be eaten cold, it should be left in 
the water in which it was boiled till 
quite cold. If roasting is preferred, Boil 
it first for three-quarters of the time, 
then roast in the usual way for the re- 
mainder.

Wexford Windmills. 


My recent reference to Dutch windmills 
prompts a Wexford man to tell me that 
there were many windmills working in 
“the model county” fifty years ago. 
These windmills, it appears, were built 
by Flemish settlers. The absence of water- 
power in the south of the county probably 


bog gs the Flemings to utilise the force 
e 


of the winds which sweep the flat baronies 
of Forth and Bargy. All these windmills 
are now derelict, with the solitary excep- 
tion of the picturesque building at 
Tacumshane. This wonderful old structure 
is still in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion, and has a noteworthy thatc roof. 
The mill occasionally grinds corn for the 
local farmers. To judge by a photograph 
which my correspondent sent me, the 
edifice bears a striking resemblance to 
some of the older types of Flemish wind- 
mills. As a matter of fact, he adds, there 
is a windmill at Mére Siska which is a 
duplicate of the building at Tacumshane. 


Statuary ’’ Punishment. 


While on a motor tour in the North of 
Ireland this summer, writes a correspon- 
dent, I chanced to visit a favourite haunt 
of anglers within a stone’s throw of the 
waters of Lough Neagh.

The Limerick Abbey fishermen beid a con. 
ference in St. Mary's Hall this afternoon 
with Deputies Bourke aud Reidy to consider 
the scheme presented by the Acting Minister 
for Industry and Commerce and the Minister 
for Lands and Fisheries with a view to the 
settlement of the dispute affecting the claim 
to fish the tail race at Ardnacrusha. 
gn ah réir of the City Trades and 
Labour Council were also present, and Mr. 
M. F. Keyés, one of their number, who 
presided, said the Abbey fishermen had the 
support of the citizens in the protest. they 
had made in pursuance of their legitimate 
RE, gi to earn a livelihood, When the Shannon 
scheme was first introduced the people got 
guarantees that their fishery rights would be 

ected, but the fact was that the fishing 
industry on the Shannon was fast disappear- 
ing. He protested against the use of armed 
force against the fishermen and the citizens 
ef Limerick who went to the tail race to 
show théir sympathy with the men. 
_ Mr. D. Hayes, who has been acting as 
imtermédiary for the fishermen, reviewed the 
wats leading up to the decision of the 
shermen to defy the law by entering the 
tail race, and said that every effort made 
by the fishermen to save the Shannon 
fisheries had been turned down. It was only 
then that drastic action was taken. The fact 
was that the Shannon scheme was destroying 
the fisheries of the river. 

Alderman Bourke, T.D., having condemned 
the acts of militarism at the tail race, pyro- 
ceeded to refer to the conferences in {ol Jin, 
and said that the Ministers concerned were 
anxious to help and co-operate, but were 
unable to agree to the proposal cf the fisher- 
men to fish the tail race, as there were 
numerous legal difficulties in the way, The 
Minister for Fisheries had succeedéd in 
having the Shannon power turbines closed 
down over the week-end. That was done 
with the object of increasing the flow of 
water in the old Shannon course, but he had 
learned that that would not improve the 
position. 

Alderman Reidy, T.D., speaking as a 
member of the opposition, said that the 
differént Ministers were most anxious about 
the whole matter and very much regretted 
what had taken place during this week. 
Permission would be given to the Abbey 
fishermen to fish the tail race if possible, but 
IS was pointed out that if such permission 
was given legal proceedings might be taken 
by other fishing interests. The Minister for 

isheries was, he understood, preparing a 
bil dealing with the Shannon fisheries, 
and which would be introduced in the autumn 
session, and, as the measure would concern 
the Abbey fishermen, he advised them 
to make themselves thoroughly acquainted 
with its provisions. 

Mr. P. J. O’Brien (Labour Party) 
denounced the acts of militarism at the tail 
race, and said that Labotr wonld not stand 
for a repetition of such demonstrations of 
ferce. 

Mr. James Carr, Trades Council, considered 
that the Fishery Conservators were lax in 
not forcing the Department concerned to 
base the fish from destruction at tha 

ower House, and pointed out that sereerns 
had to be provided at mill races and water 
intakes. He could not understand why some 
device could not be found to prévent the 
fish from entering the tail race and head race 
at the Power Station. 

The fishermen then held a private sitting 
to consider the proposal of the Ministry 
temporarily to closs down the turbines and to 
return the seized boats and gear. 

It was learned later that the men con- 
sidered that the closing down of the turbines 
at a time when fishing is prohibited for the 
close season was utterly useléss and 
a waste of money. 

In regard to. the offer to return the boats 
and gear, it fs understood that the fishermen 
will not accept them if certain conditions are 


laid down.

The Real Test. 


The Free State faces a lamentable 
situation. On Thursday the Imperial 
Conference, from which she had hoped so 
much, will be opened at Ottawa. Its 
raison d’étre is a less restricted, better 
regulated and more abundant course of 
trade ‘between the members of the British 
Commonwealth. President de Valera’s 
Government not only has robbed the Free 
State of these benefits, but has plunged 
her into an economic crisis of the gravest 
kind. While Ottawa is planning an end 
of tariffs within the Commonwealth, the 
Free State will be waging a cruel and 
costly war of tarifis with the mother- 
country of the Commonwealth, who is 
also her best customer. There is not the 
slightest doubt that Irish statesmanship 
could have. averted this crisis—that 
an accommodation could have been 
found if Mr. de Valera had sought 
it in the right spirit. At this time, 
however, we are concerned 
to pass judgment on a mistaken policy 
than to mitigate its effects. From the 
present week the Free State will feel the 
full thr@es of economic warfare. Already 


less 


the twenty per cent. duty on her exports 
to Britain. It is probable that Mr, de 
Valera’s retaliatory duties will become 
effective immediately: to suspend them— 
a thing within the Senate’s power—for 
twenty-one days would be a mere lengthen- 
ing of the agony. Soon the country may 
be in sore distress, and materia] distress 
ought not to be aggravated by political 
recrimination. Moreover, for the time 
being, recrimination and appeals to 
political passion must be futile. The 
issue is knit. Both sides have taken defi- 
nite positions. The Dáil has risen till 
October, and until then Mr. de Valera, 
armed with wide powers, will be a virtual 
dictator of the Free State’s fortunes. In 
such circumstances the ordinary citizen’s 
patriotism can display itself only through 
the exercise of courage, patience and 
restraint. 

Mr. de Valera asks for the support of 
all parties and classes in a national 
emergency. To citizens who have the pro- 
found conviction that the policy which 
created the emergency is wholly wrong his 
appeal must be made in vain. Neverthe- 
less, he is entitled to fair play from men 
of all parties, and we hope that he will 
receive it. If he brings the country out 
of this crisis without injury and loss, he 
will deserve credit ; no opportunity to earn 
such credit ought to be withheld from him. 
We cannot believe that, before it 
challenged England’s economic might, Mr. 
de Valera’s Government did not make care- 
ful plans for the safeguarding of national 
trade and for the prevention of disemploy- 
ment and general misery. Those plans 
must have full scope so long as they do not 
seek to protect one section of the people at 
another’s expense. The Free State Govern- 
ment believes—as its speeches have shown 
—that in this conflict England will be the 
chief sufferer and will be the first to 
ery “ enough.” It must be furnished with 
no excuse for complaints that its hopes 
were defeated by native action. There are 
plans, as the Government has announced, 
to replace the British market with equally 
fruitful markets in other countries; and 
every good citizen must help this policy to 
the best of his power. By such an attitude 
of helpfulness, and of abstention from use- 
less criticism, he will serve two ends. He 


| may do something to abate the hardships 


of economic strife, and he will not allow 
the Government to shift to other shoulders 
any part of its enormous burden of respon- 
sibility. In October—if the war of duties 
lasts till then—facts will speak for them- 
selves, and the Ddil will judge them.

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Bavaria, however, is not too pobular with 
the Reich owing to her slightly secessionist 
tendencies, and thus her measures to 
combat Nazi violence are viewed askance 
in Berlin. ' : 

In Prussia herself the police are torn 
between their immediate Socialist Centre 
‘superiors, who desire to see all uproar 
impartially suppressed, and the Reich, 
which wishes to accord the Nazis prefer- 
ential treatment. The three forces in 
Germany which matter to-day are the 
Nazis, the Iron Front and the Com- 
munists. Less conspicuous—and certainly 
less noisy—is the Catholic Centre Party, 
which, in certain circumstances, may 
wield the balance of power. It is quite 
impossible to foretell the electorate’s 
verdict. The Nazis are very confident 
that, at least, they will secure enough 
seats to make their support indispensable 


in the Reichstag. Their confidence, no 
doubt, has a further basis in the attitude 


of General von Schleicher, the head of the 
Reichswehr. So grave are the disturb- 
ances in the country that the establish- 
ment of a military dictatorship soon may 
become an absolute necessity.. Herr 
Hitler and the leading Nazis are anxious 
to help General von Schleicher to main- 
tain order, and, if they are able to subdue 
their wilder followers, they will gain 
credit with the middle classes. On the 
other hand, if a dictatorship is set up, 
Nazi influence in it will be considerable. 
The most unfortunate aspect of affairs in 
Germany at the moment is the loss of 
prestige which Herr von Papen’s Govern- 
ment has suffered at home; for his 
conduct at Lausanne has discredited him 
with the hotheads. It is not too late, 
however, to recapture much of the lost 
ground. If Herr von Papen will empower 
General von Schleicher to control political 
demonstrations, he will restore the repute 
of his own Government and will reduce 
the number of political brawls. 


Viscount Plumer. 


Unlike several commanders of the Great 
War, the late Viscount Plumer never 
sought to proclaim his virtues, Largely for 
this reason he never captured the popular 
fancy, and it was not until lately that 
people began to realise how much his 
country owed to him. As Second Army 
Commander, from April, 1915, until the 
Armistice, Lord Plumer held the most 
vital portion of the British line. The 
Ypres Salient was a constant source of 
anxiety, and was supposed by several ex- 
perts to be technically indefensible. Never- 
theless, the Second Army defended it, and 
the credit must be given to its leader. In 
June, 1917, Lord Plumer, in the capture 
of the Messines ridge, carried out one of 
the most successful and least expensive 
attacks in the whole War. When peace 
came, no “ regrettable incident ” of any 
sort stood against his name. In the 
South African War, where so many reputa- 
tions suffered, this most trustworthy of 
soldiers enjoyed an equally unblemished 
career. Few generals have been through 
two wars with such a record. When the 
Italians were routed at Caporetto 
it was Lord Plumer to whom the task of 
their succour was entrusted. Every duty 
was performed with quiet and efficient 
dispatch. Perhaps, one of the secrets of 
the late Field-Marshal’s success lay in his 
ability to choose the right subordinates and 
his truly great loyalty to them. Whoever 
served under Lord Plumer knew that he 
would be supported to the best of his 
General’s power, whether against the 
enemy or against the often more dangerous 
intrigues of the politicians. Such are the 
men without whom no country can prosper, 
and it is good to learn that a grateful 
nation has accorded to the dead Field- 
Marshal a sepulture in Westminster 
Abbey. 


Civic Vandalism. 

We endorse most heartily Alderman 
Hubbard Clark’s . condemnation of 
vandalism within the area of Greater 
Dublin. Mainly as a result of thoughtless- 
ness and ignorance, he said, a great deal 
of damage was being done to Corporation 
property. About a hundred trees are 
destroyed every year in the streets and 
Open spaces; railings and playground 
equipment are broken constantly, and the 
glass in street lamps is shattered 
regularly by stone-throwing. It seems 
that many of the citizens of Dublin 
possess absolutely no sense of civic re- 
sponsibility. They know that the glass in 
lamps and the railings of playgrounds 
must be restored, and that they themselves 
must bear an infinitesimal share of the cost 
—if, indeed, any thought other than the 
desire for destruction enters their minds. 
There is a danger that, by frequent de- 
struction of those things which are rather 
amenities than necessities of civic life, 
they will deprive Dublin of them for good 
and all, The trees are an 
example.

MANCHURIA.

Japanese ‘peaceful penetration” of 
Manchuria is about to be carried out scien- 
tifically in the form of organised colonial im- 
migration of ex-soldiers. 

The Eastern Manchurian Immigration 
Association and the Ministries of War and 
Overseas Affairs are co-operating with the 
South Manchuria Railway to send fully- 
armed groups of former Imperial soldiers. 
Each man will, it is stated, be equipped with 
a rifle and fifty rounds, and each group will 
take six machine-guns and five pieces of 
artillery. The first contingent, which is 
expected to sail next Wednesday, will take 
two light aeroplanes. 

Seven hundred ex-soldiers, all vetween the 
ages of 24 and 30, selected from over one 
thousand applicants, will establish the first 
colony. Bachelors have been chosen in 
preference to married men, as it is hoped that 
they will settle down in the country. Each 
group will be trained to act as a communal 
police force when required. 

These settlements will constitute a 
“ patriotic army,”’ and it is reported that the 
Manchukuo régime has given informal en- 
ecouragement to the scheme. 

The Japanese Immigrant Association is 
understood to consider that although the new 
régime is rapidly establishing itself on a firm. 
basis, bandits are still common enough to 
deter large scale immigration. It is hoped 
that these newly-organised Japanese colo 3 as, 
by helping ,to. establish law and order in 
Manchuria, will encourage more Japanese to 
emigrate to that country.

From that point most of what happened 
was inevitable. | Lord Midleton, on the 
whole, seems to. consider that, while 
English statesmen maintained a truly re- 
markable ignorance of the country which 
they were attempting to govern, the Irish, 
themselves, by their contsant readiness to 
confound substance with shadow and their 
refusal ever to accept any tittle of blame 
for their own misfortunes, contributed 
largely to their own troubles. The more 
enlightened policy of 1880 arrived, in Lord 
Midleton’s opinion, more than a hundred 
years too late. By that tithe, disorder and 
grievances had gone too deep, and little 
was left whereon to build. At the end of 
Lord Balfour's Chief Secretaryship, it 
seemed that a better feeling between the 
two countries might be possible ; the hope 
was only transient.

Lord Midleton asks why the overthrow 
of the old order in 1921, which appeared 
to furnish all that Ireland had been de- 
manding for centgries, has failed to pro- 
mote peace and contentment. He does not 
altogether amswer his own question, but 
he suggests certain explanations..In the 
first place, Ireland lacked the industries 
which would have enabled her sons and 
daughters who had left the country to 
return to play their part in her develop- 
ment under her own Government.

From Our AGRICULTURAL. 
CORRESPONDENT. 


LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 


ARAE I had an opportunity of seeing 
some of the Canadian cattle which 
arrived overnight at Birkenhead. As a 
result, IT am more than ever convinced that 
Ireland has everything to lose if she is not 
in a position to keep the market here 
supplied at competitive and economic 
rices. With the tariff of 20 per cent. in 
orce here, Irish feeders, and ultimately 
Irish store-cattle feeders, must be prepared 
to submit to a “cut” of about £4 per 
head in the price of their cattle, and to 
corresponding reductions in the prices of 
their sheep and pigs. At present the chief 
demand is for lambs, of which there are 
large numbers in Britain, as well as in 
Ireland, and there is consequently no 
question of a shortage. 

Apart from British home supplies, it is 
stated that there is an abundance of 
Canterbury (New Zealand) lamb, which is 
highly favoured because of the demand 
for small joints. The Canadian cattle 
have obviously been stall-fed, not only in 
Canada, but also during the voyage, when, 
I understand, they usually receive a con- 
siderable quantity of Indian corn. 
Slaughtermen find that, probably because 
of this, the Canadians do not kill so well 
as Irish grass cattle. The quality of the 


meat is all right, but it lacks the rich 
colour of the Irish, which is such a valu- 
able asset. 


TRADERS PERTURBED. 


To-day I met a number of successful 
traders in Irish produce who were greatly 
perturbed at the turn which affairs have 
taken as a result of the tariff war. In 
their opinion, trade will be killed unless 
Irish commodities can be sold at prices 
that compare favourably with those ruling 
in Britain. Prime Irish bacon, for. in- 
stance, is bringing slightly more than 
Danish in Liverpool at present; but 
Danish bacon dominates the market, 
and is being sold a low prices. Recent 
killings in Denmark have been smaller, 
but what will happen later it is difficult 
to say. 

With regard to butter, 
change has taken place as yet.

What will happen from this on depends 
upon supplies from other countries, and 
also upon the demand. 


THE STANLEY ABATTOIR,. 


As far as Irish cattle are concerned, the 
Stanley Abattoir Meat and Cattle Markets 
have not been much used so far, but 
before the tariff war began a special sale 
of Irish cattle had been arranged for the 
end of July. These markets, erected at a 
cost of £670,000 (with Government assist- 
ance) by the Liverpool Corporation, are 
very comprehensive, The roomy, covered 
cattle pens provide accommodation for 
2,250 cattle, 5,000 sheep and 2,500 pigs. 
The modern abattoir has a capacity for 
1,080 cattle, 900 calves, 7,500 sheep and 
2,000 pigs. Fresh meat stands are fed 
from cooling rooms by continuous. rail, 
while imported meat stands are fed from 
railway, road vehicles or cold store by 
continuous rail also. The chill rooms 
have a capacity for 1,000 sides, and the 
cold store for 500 tons. ' 


BUTTER SUPPLIES. 


Returning to the butter question, I find 
that arrivals oí Southern hemisphere 
butter have been rather larger than usual 
in recent weeks, but during the remainder 
of the month ‘arrivals will be on a smaller 
scale. Everything points to butter sup- 
plies being less than those of a year ago in 
the next few weeks, and above last year’s 
level in the more distant future. Produc- 
tion in New Zealand and Australia, though 
declining, is above the level of a year ago. 
In Argentina, weather conditions have 
been favourable, and shipments, though 
small, are in excess of those for the corre- 
sponding period last year. The “ Dairy 
Produce Notes’’ of the Emyire Marketing 
Board give the following arrivals of butter 
from the three chief sources in the 
Southern hemisphere :— 

For the seven days ending 14th July— 
115,550 boxes, against 178,088 boxes in the 
same period of 1931. 

For seven days ending 21st July 133,780 
boxes, against 935,510 in same period last 
year. 

Increased imports from the Continent 
were the cause of the recent increase in 
imports. Exports from Denmark in June 
were less than those for June last year, 
| but on account of the reduction in supplies 
to other sources shipments to the United 
Ba increased by 20 per cent. Since 
the beginning of the year the total Danish 
exports have been reduced. 

‘Up to the week before the British tariff 
was imposed, butter supplies from the 
Irish Free State were increasing season- 
ally, but were running 18 per cent. below 
last year’s level. The total exports of 
butter from European countries are less

MR. MCGILLIGAN’S

Whea M. Herriot <losed the French Par- 
liamentary session in the early hours oi 
yesterday, he had good reason to be satis- 
fied with the present position of the 
Ministry he had formed at the beginning 
of last month. He and his colleagues took 
office at a moment of national embarrass- 
ment. Urgent questions of foretgn affairs 
called for immediate decisions; the state 
of the country’s finances demanded 
measures no less prompt. The Ministry 
could count upon no definite majority in 
the newly-elected Chamber, and public 
opinion was still disturbed by the murder 
of a much-respected President of the Re- 
public. Already feeling both in the 
country and in Parliament is more settled. 
“In foreign and in home affairs M. Herriot 
has laid down a definite line of policy, 
which has been approved. : 

He has by no means overcome all his 
difficulties, but he has encouraged confi- 


believed personally that legally in the 
land annuities case the Free State had not 
a leg to stand on, and he did not think 
that there was a farmer who did not 
believe that the money should go to the 
men who lent it, and that there should be 
no holding up of that money in its passage 
through Dublin. He did not believe when 
he said that that the case was lost.

A DECENT SETTLEMENT 
POSSIBLE, 


When they were negotiating about the 
Boundary settlement and Article 5 of the 
Treaty, Mr. McGilligan went on, there 
was reference to the payment of war 
debts, and Mr. Cosgrave, who was then 
President, explained that they were pay- 
ing about three to four million pounds for 
land held by the people, and sending out 
of the country about one and a quarter

They have now been re- 
conciled by M. Herriot and Herr von 
Papen, to the great advantage of both 
countries, and the settlement at Lausanne 
has been followed by the inauguration of a 
European entente by which it is hoped to 
earry forward the spirit of accommodation 
into other fields, and especially that of 
disarmament.

He had also asked about the 
taking down by armed men of flags from 
premises during the Eucharistic Congress, 
and, although there were reports of it in 
the papers, the answer he got was that the 
first intimation the Minister had of it was 
when the question was put down in the 
Dail. If, at the present, they asked 
England to deal equitably with them on 
the land annuities question, they would 
be asked what was all the drilling for, 
why were flags being torn down, and why 
were they arming? Did not all that show 
hostility? They could not ask a man to 
treat them favourably when they were 
getting their arsenal ready for war at a 
favourable opportunity. 

** It is very hard,” he continued, “‘ for 
the Government to turn their back on 
people they have brought to a certain 
point. That would be a break, but if 
they took it they would get the support of 
the vast majority of the people of the 
country and the Senate, who do not. want 
any more nonsense.”’ 


THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S 
CORRESPONDENCE. 


Dealing with the Governor-General’s 
correspendence, Mr. McGilligan said that 
in their anxiety to behave badly towards 
a decent Irishman, the Government be- 
haved very badly to the most dis- 
tinguished Frenchman that ever came to 
the country. 

Continuing, he said that if the people 
of the twenty-six counties wanted a 
Republic to-morrow they could have it, 
and there would not be a shot fired so far 
as England was concerned. But there 
was no future for the country outside the 
Commonwealth.

As a reprisal, Britain had put, a tax of 20 
per cent. on Free State produce, as she had 
a perfect right to do in the circumstances. ‘In 
answer to Britain’s “action the Executive 
Council had brought in a bill designed not 
merély to give them power to take reprisals 
against Britain, but to confer on them un- 
numbered powers over the péople of this 
State. i 
Reprisal for reprisal would mean economic 
war, and, if there was going to be an 
economic war between the two countriés there 
would be, and must be, injury done to each 
State. He sincerely hoped that something 
‘vould happea—even the intervention of pro- 
vidence— té avert that economic war. 

The Fianna Fail Party said it would be no 
harm if we lost the British market. They 
raid that the step Britain has taken was a 
blessing in disguise. He could not see it in 
that light. If they lost the British market 
the prices of all agricultural produce would 
be lost, and, so far from being a blessing in 
disguise, would be a curse. 

Deputy Aiken said that they could eat their 
own lambs now and have better food than 
they ever had before.

SIR JOHN FERGUSON, M.P. 

Sir John Fergnson, M.P. for Twickenham. 
died at his country residence, Great Bounds, 
Southborough, Kent, shortly before nine 
o'clock last night. He had been resting for 
the past month, under his doctor’s orders, atid 
became suddenly worse during the week-end. 
Lady Ferguson and itis son were with him at 
the end. 

Sir John Ferguson succeeded the late Lord 
Brentford as member for Twickenham at a by- 
election in August, 1929, on Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks's elevation to the peerage. Sir 
John was the first of Lord aver- 
brook’s Empire Free ‘Irade candidates, 
Born in 1870 at Rosslyn, Aberdeén- 
shire, hé began life as a clerk, and 
used to walk five miles to the bank in the 
morning and five miles back again at night. 
For two years he did this for the salary of
